Elicot and major L’Enfant are laying out 
the federal town and a plan of the public bu.!ding on 
the Potomac. Toa man acquainted, as you are, 
with the world, there cannot be a mnie fauchable 
truth, than a fertous intention of building a federal 
town, as itis called ; thatis, a town for the refidence 
of conznels. Advert tu a few fads. Congrefs, when 
filled upon the prefent enumeration, will confit of at 
leaft one hundred and thitty members, in both houfes. 
The attendants of thefe gentleman, and the family 
Prefident, will at leatt make the fame number. “The 
officers in the feveral departments, with their clerks 
and attendants, wil be probably two hundred perfons 3 
but I will fuppofe they make but one hundred. “There 
are then to be three hundred and fixty perfons in con- 
grels, and neceilatiiy attendant upon them, We may 
lately eftimate the company, who wait on congrefe, 
either on bufinefs or out of curiolity, at the fame num- 
ber. But fuppofe the whole number of perfons to be 
accommodated during the feflion, to be only five hun- 
dred-—one hundred and fifty houfes are neceflary to 
to furnifh covenient lodgings for this number: as 
many of the gentlemen will have families with them. 
Of all this number, not more than a fitth or fouith, 
will wane accommodations, except during the fefiona 
of congre, which we will eftimate at four months in 
the year. All the others will return home. Now du- 
ring the recefs of congris, more than one hu adred 
houfes are to and empty. Can thofe who keepluds- 
ing houfes, unlefs he has a common probability or 
conflant cuftom, How will they find cuttom during 
during the recels of congrefo ?

‘© But even if the fpot intended for a federal town 
js thus fituated by nature, fill if the country about it 
js not yet fettled, or if the trade has been accuftom- 
ed to run in other channels, will an act of congrefs 
and the ereéting of buildings create tradeor turn the 
whole at onceinto anew channel? How is this to 
bedone? foi I maintain that unlefs congrefs can 
make bufinefs enough in their federal town to fupport 
the inhabitants, independent of congrefs, the inhabi- 
tants will leave the town, when congrefs firft adjourn, 
and will never return. ‘Thefe appear to me great and 
infurmountable objeCtions to ereéting a town for the 
feat of the national government, and yet dwing the 
debates on that fubje@, I believe they were hardly no- 
ticed. It is a proper feheme for men to concert, who 
deal much in vifionary theories, but very little in ex- 
perience, Such are toomany of the fouthern gentle- 
men, who, with illuftrious abilities, and good hearts, 
want that knowledge,which is acquired only by the de- 
tail of bufinefs. I had rather be guided in my opin- 
ions by one experienced manof bufinefs, than-by a 
hundred cheorifts, ‘who are verfed only in books.

But, although no permanent treaty was concluded, 
an informal truce was agreed to until the fpring of 
the year 1790. 

The iffue of this bufinefs placed the united ftates in | 
a new and critical fituation. Before, it feemed acon- 
teft arifing out of difputes between Georgia, and the 
Creeks, relative to local boundaries. But the united 
{tates having interpofed, they became interefted there- 
in, and relponfible for all the confequences. 

The treaty had been broken off rather abruptly, 
on the part of the Creeks, and under circumftances | 
which indicated an avertion to an intimacy with the 
united ftates. Had the creeks committed hoftilities, 
either before or after the expiration of the truce, it 
wauld have been difficult to have found the colour of 
an excufe fog the united fates not entering into an im- 
mediate war with that nation. 

While on the one hand fuch a war, in which nei- | 
ther honor nor profit could be obtained, was to be a- 
voided if poffible, fo onthe other the united ftates | 
were bound to proteét all their citizens from violence. 

In order therefore to prevent the former, and ef- 
tablith the latter, meafures, honorable to the govern- | 
ment, were devifed, and executed with great ability, 
go induce the chiefsof the Creeks, to repair to the 
vefidence of the general government, as the only 
means “by which they could avoid the ruin impending 
over their nation, 

The treaty with the Creeks at Newyork, on the] 
7th of Auguft, 1790, was the confequence of the 

-vifit of the chiefs. ‘This treaty has been reprobatetl by 
Jand jobbers, interefted individuals, and fome of the 
inhabitants of Georgia. | 

“But, the enlightened citizensof America, highly 
approve of the treaty, as the ground work of attach- | 
ing the Creeks, and the whole body of fouthern in- | 
dians, to the intereft of the united ftates, upon prin- | 
ciple entitled to the approbation of the difinterefted 
part of mankind, 

The fupreme executive of the united ftates, hasal- | 
fo taken meafures to fecure the Cho€taws and Chicke- | 
faws, in their attachment to the united flates, by af- | 
furing them of the full performance of the treaties of | 
Hopewell, 

And, a treaty is to be held by governor Blount, of | 
the territory of the united ftates fouth of the Ohio, | 
during the prefent year with the Cherokees. 

Indeed there isthe faire! profpeét, of not only 
making a permanent peace with all the fouthern na- 
tions of indians, but of attaching them in fuch a 
manner to the intercft of the united ftates, as tocom- 
mand their active fervices if neceffary. 

The Yazous company, fo called, who have pur- 
chafed of the flate of Georgia, the preemption, to | 
almoft the entire lands of the ChoGtaws, Chickefaws, 
and part of the Cherokees, are dwindling away, and } 
thie boafted plans of mr. O'Fallon and his afluciaces, 
are far from being -tealized.
